Migsinjz Papers Needed in
Action, to Seeure Indict¬
ments Against Leaders En¬
gaged in Price Fixing

Grand Jury Acts To-day
Twenty True Bills Expected
From Facts That Will Be
Presented by Untermyer

Concrete evidence on which about
twenty indictments are expected to be
returned will he presented to-day to
tho November grand jury by Samuel
H. Untermyer, counsel to the Joint
Legislative Committee: This commit¬
tee has been investigating alleged
criminal activities in the buildin;;
trades that are supposed to have been
responsible for delay in furnishing
housing facilities in this city.
Mr. Untermyer, Leonard M. Wall-

stein and Deputy Attorney General
Berger held a long conference yester-
day, at which plans were laid for tho
placing of this evidence before the
grand jury to-day.
The grand jury, which will take up

the housing scandal, was chosen be¬
fore Justice Mulqueen in General Ses¬
sions on Monday, and is headed by
Thomas M. McCarthy, treasurer of the
Austin Nichols Company.
The attention of Mr. Untermyer and

his associates was called to the al¬
leged disappearance of certain impor¬
tant books, papers and record* of a

number of building groups which have
figured in the investigation. These
documents, which are asserted to con¬
tain information of a sensational char¬
acter, are alleged to have been re¬

moved from the state and to have been
placed beyond the jurisdiction of the
committee.

Hunt for Missing Evidence
The missing papers, it was said,

would assist materially in securing the
indictment of certain persons powerful
in associations which have engaged in
price fixing.
The Lockwood Committee, it was

said, would make every effort to re-;
cover these documents, a? they are!
badiy needed in the criminal action'
begun by Mr. Untermyer. It is under-
stood that the committee will ask that'
the United Slates Department of Jus¬
tice lie assigned to the task of tracing
the documents, Among the papers are'

Louis Cohen, » lawyer, of 210 West
t02d Street, former member of the
Legislature and for many years u figuro
In Tammany Hall, then established his
sanity to the satisfaction of Supreme
Court Justice John V. McAvoy. Yes-
terdny Cohen began a fight In behalf
of eighty-one alleged lunatics now con-
lined on Ward's Island.
Cohen's action was one of the most

spectacular performances recorded in
the history of the New York courts.
Basing his own fight on the right of an
unregistered citizen to register and
vote, and winning the preliminary
skirmishes, Cohep proceeded to at¬
tempt to free eJghty-one of those with
whom he had iissociated in Manhattan
State Hospital. He alleged that they
were sane beyond question.

81 Patients Ordered to Court
As a first step Cohen sued out a

writ, requiring that officials of the
state hospital produce the eighty-one
alleged lunatics in court, and Justice
McAvoy signed the order.
The officials at the state hospital

were notified of the court's action. An
hour later Dr. Marcus 13. Heyman, su¬
perintendent of the institution, ap¬peared with six of the inmate: beforeJustice McAvoy. He explained that he
was unable to produce the entire
eighty-one patients in court, fur thereason that many of them were too ill;some were dead, and there were notsufficient guards to undertake the taskof bringing those who were able tomake the journey."What is the purpose of trying toget eighty-one men before the court onthese writs on Election Day?" JusticeMcAvoy asked Cohen.
"For two reasons," raid Cohen. "Oneis that they are improperly detainec-land illegally committed. Another i::that they are sane and entitled to theright of sufTrage."
Justice McAvoy then said that theauthorities at Ward's Island shoulcbe given time in which to prepare theiicase and that they should be repre¬sented by the Attorney General. Ac¬cordingly he set tho hearing for No¬vember 23.
In a statement to the newspaper;Cohen said:
"The men on whose behalf I hav<made application an- apparently a:

sane as we are. Some of them "havibeen inmates of the island for periodof thirty years, twenty years, seventeen years and twelve year:.; eachMany persons have been railroaded tstate institutions and other insanasylums who ought never to have beisent te them. Once inside, if thehave no on*- to take up their ckusithey remain inside."

Ki Ive;of Saratoga County, late ii SeptombeHis commitment, he alleged, grew oi<>r an altercation with an employeethe Grand Union Hotel :.t Saratoglie was arrested and put in jail,said. After, he alleged, he refusedsign a general release freeing tlhotel management of all blame for t!hotel employee's action, he was coimitted to the Manhattan State Hospitby Judge McKelvey.

checked, he said, by hospital officiaWhile Cohen obtained his frcedchis attempt to force election officiti
to qualify him as a voter failed y<terday morning when a motion for
